cent of the time on the first three days of the week, A total of 169 loads of Angus 
sold at the top in Chicago since the first of the year compared with 97 loads in 
1960, an example of the growing influence of Angus quality. 


AT OMAHA, TOO, ANGUS BREED'S MARKET-TOPPING ABILITY is in full swing. Angus have 
topped the strong Omaha market 88 per cent of the time on Mondays-Tuesdays- 
Wednesdays since January 1, A total of 60 loads sold at the top when the market 
was fully tested; 53 were Angus, 


CATTLE FEEDERS ARE NOT THE ONLY ONES receiving the Angus price advantage. Feeder 
calves with Black hides also sell at a premium, These price factors, combined 
with the breed's production advantages, indicate a bright future for Angus in every 
area of the nation. 


ANOTHER ASPECT OF BREED EXPANSION was highlighted et the recent Conference when it 
was demonstrated how big an effect the work of local and state Angus groups have 
on the growth of the Blacks. Local enthusiasm and hard work in the promotion of 
the breed really pays off. 


AUCTION SALE RESULTS SHOW HOW IMPORTANT LOCAL and state associations are to pro- 
moting and expanding the breed, Of the 439 auction sales reported to the Associ- 
ation from October 1, 1960 to May of 1961, 210 were held by local, state, and dis- 
trict Angus groups. A total of 14,518 cattle were sold in the 210 sales, about half 
the grand total of 29,625 sold in all 439 sales, 


THE 29,625 HEAD SOLD FOR AN AVERAGE price of $440. The 12,343 bulls sold at a $514 
average and 17,282 females hit $379. The average number per sale was 70 head,

The boys were selected as 1961 Minnesota 
Star Farmers, highest state honor for F.F.A. members. Starting with money saved 
from steer projects they purchased 8 Angus cows in 1955. Their herdnow numbers 
35 head, At last year's Minnesota State Fair they won all nine blue ribbons in 
the F,F.A. Angus show, 


FULL LENGTH MOTION PICTURE FEATURING ANGUS STEER and a sparkling 4-H Clubgirl,

21 IDAHO BREEDERS TAKE ADVANTAGE 
OF GROUP HERD CLASSIFICATION PLAN 


Under the sponsorship of the Idaho 
Angus Association, 21 breeders took part 
in the herd classification program during 
the week of May 21-27. Arrangements 
for classification were handled for the 
state association by Mrs. Pauline Hunt, 
Meridian, secretary-treasurer. Fred C. 
Francis was the official classifier who 
scored nearly 750 animals. Some of the 
animals were being re-classified along 
with the first scoring of others in the 
same herd which had become eligible 
since the first group classification work 
was done in the state. 

A large number of the breeders who 
made up the second group of Idaho as- 
sociation members to classify their herds 
felt the plan would become a valuable 
part of their improvement program. 

Typifying those who had their herds 
classified was Clark Holcomb of Justa- 
mere Farm, Caldwell. “I am going to 
use this classification information to see 
whether I am making any improvement 
in the offspring of my cows,” he said. 
“By studying the results, I can see what 
I need most in my herd bulls. Both low 
and high classifiers in my herd that 
don’t produce well will be culled. Cows 
that classify low, but continue to pro- 


duce better than they look, will be kept. 
My herd was founded largely on the 
produce of two females and I am aware 
of the importance of high classifying 
cows that also produce well.” 


As other herds were classified across 
the state, breeders carefully watched and 
studied the breakdown of points. One 
veteran breeder, Sam Schmidt, S S An- 
gus Farm, Parma, expressed his feelings 
this way, “I’ve been around Angus cattle 
since I was nine-years-old and I’ve found 
you can always keep learning something 
in this business.” 


It was clearly demonstrated during the 
group classification of the wide-spread 
Idaho herds that there were many bene- 
fits to the breeders who closely followed 
the classifier, studied his classification 
reports on each animal, and asked ques- 
tions of this frank and impartial ob- 
server. Frequently, the classification 
scores emphasized strongly the impor- 
tance of the good producing females in 
the herd, They also pointed up various 
weaknesses which may be overcome in 
the proper selection of future herd sires. 

“It might be interesting to note that 
we are beginning to get requests in this

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part of the country for cattle that have 
been classified,” said Douglas A. Wood, 
National Association field representative, 
lives at Meridian, Idaho. 
requests are coming from buyers who are 
unable for one reason or another to in- 
spect the cattle, but who are willing to 
buy them on the telephone of they’ve 
been classified. One buyer who couldn't 
attend a sale wanted to place a bid on 
each female scoring from 86 to 90 points.” 

In selecting cattle by their scores, 
David Hanks, of Burley, pointed out that 
there are always exceptions in herds, but 
he usually finds that the top calves are 
from the best cows. His brother Richard 
Hanks of Minidoka, commented to a 
neighbor who was visiting during the 
classification of his herd that the pro- 
gram is an excellent check against “barn 
blindness.” Another brother Howard, also 
of Minidoka, president of the Idaho as- 
sociation, intently studied the scores of 
the sons and daughters of his herd sires 
to learn which one was doing the best 
job.

Two rather unusual (to say the least) 
sale transactions crossed this desk during 
the past ten days. 

The first was a sale of over 200 head 
of cattle. The unusual part is these cat- 
tle were sold as grades last September. 
In January, the certificates on this herd 
came into this office transferred to an- 
other breeder. Rules of the Association 
“When an animal is sold as a 
grade or is disposed of, the 
registration certificate should be sent 
to the national office for cancellation.” 

If this rule had been followed these 
certificates could not have found their 
way into the hands of the person who 
executed the transfers, Cattle have been 
sold since into a number of herds and 
the work is being held in the office 
pending settlement of litigation. 

Check your herd records now and 
please send this office all certificates 
for animals which no longer exist. It 
could happen to you! 

The second case involves some fifty 


state, 
dies or 


head of cattle which were transported 
from one state to another and sold as 
purebreds in a local sale barn without 
health papers from the state of origin. 
This was called to our attention by the 
local veterinarian. A member of the 
field staff, in company with a local 
breeder and the local vet, checked 55 of 
the cattle and found 18 readable tattoos. 
At the time of the investigation, only 
two animals were on record in the office 
as having been transferred to the buyers 
in this sale barn auction. The question 
is, How many buyers are involved ahead 
of the people who now have the cattle? 
We have not heard if all those who 
purchased cattle now have their herds 
under quarantine pending a re-test. This 
could prove costly to innocent buyers, but 
it’s the law. 


It is always wise to check tattoos be- 
fore an animal is sold, and wise for the 
buyer to likewise check when animals are

Quality throughout with strong demand and active bidding

Dominance of the Angus breed in the east today can be 
credited largely to one man, Oakleigh Thorne of Briarcliff 
Farms, Pine Plains, Dutchess County, New York. A man 
of vision and imagination, and with considerable means at 
his disposal, Oakleigh Thorne also may be credited with the 
commercial popularization of “Angus Baby Beef” in the 
consuming centers of the east. 


Oakleigh Thorne was no neweomer to livestock when he 
purchased his first commercial Angus in the early 1920's, 
Master of Thorndale, near Millbrook in Dutchess County, 
he was the third generation of his family to operate this 
estate. In 1857 his grandfather, Jonathan Thorne, established 
one of the noted Shorthorn herds of the country at Thorn- 
dale. His father, Edwin Thorne, had a famous stable of 
Standard bred horses, 


For a time Oakleigh Thorne was active and successful in 
the business and financial life in New York but in his prime 
quit Broad and Wall streets in favor of livestock breeding in 
Dutchess County. At first he concentrated on the breeding 
of Shorthorn cattle and Shropshire sheep. Attracted to the 
rapidly expanding consumer market in New York he en- 
visioned the need for high quality, brand name beef in the 
metropolitan area. With this in mind, in 1918, he purchased 
the 4,000 acre Briarcliff Farms at Pine Plains, within a short 
distance of Thorndale. The farm was a large and well 
established dairy project and divided into three units each 
with a 40 by 450 dairy barn handling 200 cows. It had its 
own railroad siding and power plant. Mr. Thorne purchased 
the unit intact, with cows and herd bulls. The dairy herd

was soon dispersed, the stanchions taken out, and the huge 
barns prepared for the first beef cattle venture, 


The first feeder steers were purchased on the Chicago mar- 
ket in 1919, run on grass during the spring and summer, 
fattened during the winter on home-raised feed. This was 
continued until 1923 when the decision was made to operate 
as a commercial cow unit, feeding the farm production for 
the New York market. Having seen the popularity of the 
famous “blue roan” steers—Angus-Shorthorn crossbreds— 
at the Smithfield near London, Oakleigh Thorne 
purchased Shorthorn and Angus cows. The An- 
gus were mated to white Shorthorns, the Shorthorns to 
Angus bulls. However, genetics was against him for only 
18 per cent of the calves were the desired blue roans and 
the experiment was discontinued after the first calf crop. 


Although lacking in 


shown 
some 


uniformity of color the crossbred 
steers fed out well. Determined to breed, and market a 
product of quality—and uniform in appearance—Mr. Thorne 
determined that Angus was the breed to follow. There was 
no conflict over color, they produced a superb carcass, and 
he believed that they could be put on the market at an early 
age. So in January of 1924 an order was placed with Kenneth 
McGregor, manager of Hartley Stock Farm of Page, North 
Dakota, for 100 Angus cows and 4 bulls. Also placed was 
an order for 30 cows and a bull from the McGregor home 
nerd, Glencarnock Stock Farm in Manitoba, this second herd 
to produce bulls for the Briarcliff commercial operation. In 
April of 1924 W. Alan McGregor, brother of Kenneth Me- 
gregor at Hartley Stock Farm and an older son of James

QO. Bardoliermere 75th was paraded into the limelight at the 
McKnight Angus Farm field gay June 2. The reaction of 
the Field Day crowd was ample proof that Minnesota was 
truly proud of its newest Angus “citizen.” 


The crowd’s quiet admiration was broken only—and 
fittingly—by the tribute to the great sire’s type and pre- 
potency by McCormick Farm manager Ralph Hess. Hess 
had selected the bull, a son of the noted Bardoliermere 2d, 
as a calf at the Ohio State University and had brought him 
through a successful career of show ring and siring perform- 
ance, 


O. Bardoliermere 75th had taken his place at the head of 
Henry McKnight’s herd less than a month earlier, following 
his purchase for $30,000 at the McCormick Farm dispersal 
in Illinois. 


There was even more in store for the 100 agricultural 
leaders, businessmen, and Angus breeders who attended the 
field day at the McKnight Angus Farm near Victoria, Minne- 
sota. Other highlights of the program included: 


Introduction of Tom and Tony Burke, 17-year-old twins 
from Blooming Prairie, Minnesota, who are not only pure- 
bred Angus breeders in their own right, but also Minnesota’s 
1961 State Star Farmers in the Future Farmers of America. 


The Burke twins have a herd of 35 Angus cows, which 
they hope eventually to build to 100. Their 17-head show 
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string has swept all top placings in the Minnesota State Fair 
FFA Angus show for the last two years,

During the final week in May the 
slaughter steer and yearling market be- 
gan to show some signs of improvement 
following eight consecutive weeks of 
price downturns, It may have been a 
long time in coming, but a combination 
of curtailed marketings and improved 
price positions in wholesale beef chan- 
nels stimulated the action on the live 
trade. Too, packers who have been ex- 
periencing one of the longest price 
downturns in the history of the beef 
trade were just beginning to work on 
the black side of the price ledger. 

The price upturn was short-lived, how- 
ever, as the fat steer trade plunged right 
back into the pitfall of lower returns at 
the outset of the June period. This 
slowness was attributed mainly to the 
extreme slow movement of wholesale beef 
cuts. 

Although Corn Belt finishers were not 
looking for any sensational price rise in 
slaughter steer price, all were in hopes 
that the trade would work up from the 
four-year price lows set back in May. 

The decline in fat steers actually got 
underway at the outset of the year and 
has gone uninterrupted for five straight 
months, As stated in this column earlier 
in the year, this slow movement of beef 
in wholesale channels was due to the 
nation’s economy. The millions of per- 
sons still unemployed has had a serious 
effect in consumer buying power. 

People out of work or working shorter 
hours are forced to reduce their normal 
eating habits. Too, they will look for 
cheaper cuts of meat to eat. This can be 
traced back to the fact that low grade 
steers along with canner and cutter cows 
have shown the least amount of price 
downturn. 

Currently, choice steer carcasses in 
Chicago are selling from $34.50 to $37.25 
as compared with $40.00 and $41.00 a 
year ago or a difference of $3.75 to $5.50. 
Meanwhile, canner and ote cows are 
currently selling from $31.50 as com- 
pared with $32.00 a year ago or off just 
50¢. 

Beef has also been getting some stiff 
competition from pork cuts and poultry. 
The latest figures from the crop re- 
porting board showed that April red 
meat production was about the same as 
last year. However, the January-April 
red meat output was down 2 per cent. 
The volume of beef during this four- 
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month period was up 3 per cent at 
4,695,000 million pounds, pork at 3,569,000 
was down 8 per cent and lamb and mut- 
ton at 281,000,000 pounds, up 13 per cent. 

Poultry showed the biggest increase, 
up 19 per cent in April. A total of 
491,900,000 pounds of ready to cook 
basis poultry was slaughtered during 
this four week period. 

In the Chicago area, chain stores were 
featuring poultry at 21¢ a pound and in 
near-by states at 18¢ and 19¢ per pound. 
At these relatively low prices it would 
prove very tempting for families in the 
low income bracket or those experiencing 
short working hours to make chicken a 
family meal more than once a week in 
order to stretch the budget. 

Our slaughter steer and yearling trade 
during May worked to new four year 
lows. Buyers paid an average price of 
$23.15 for all steers, off $1.70 from the 
previous month and compares with the 
$27.10 average paid in January of this 
year. 

Prime steers opened with a $27.50 top, 
off $1.00 from the April high and com- 
pares with the $30.00 peak paid in 
January of this year. However, as the 
trade continued under pressure, the bet- 
ter kinds showed the full decline and at 
the close the top on prime steers finished 
at $25.25, but eased up to $26.00 in the 
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final session. The $26.00 peak equaled 
the lowest since March 1957. 

On the first three days of the week 
when the market is at full strength, An- 
gus steers topped 100 per cent. A total 
of 32 loads sold at the top of the market. 
All were Angus. 

With the better kinds of steers show- 
ing the full decline at the outset of 
June a narrow price spread of only $3.00 
separated high good steers and top 
prime steers. 

The bulk of the good and choice steers 
sold from $21.50 to $24.50, mostly $22.00 
to $24.00. Although better grades of 
steers were under the most pressure, 
high choice to prime offerings only made 
up a small percentage of the receipts. 
Extreme weight steers weighing upwards 
from 1450 pounds also proved rather 
scarce. 

Heifers followed the same price pat- 
tern as steers, working to new lows. In 
most sessions, the quality of the heifer 
crop left much to be desired. Good and 
choice stock made up the bulk of the 
supply, cashing mainly from $21.50 to 
$23.25. Limited prime loadlots sold above 
the $24.00 mark. 

There was no let-up in the purchasing 
of stockers and feeders in the Corn Belt

came east as vice president and general 

manager of Briarcliff Farms, Inc. 

In its heyday Briarcliff Farms had a 
cow herd of 800 or more, Divided into 
two units—one a smaller, select group 
for the production of herd bulls, the 
larger unit for baby beef production, 
Briarcliff soon became the mecca for 
cattlemen, and those interested in the 
newer breed of beef cattle, from all over 
the country and from foreign lands. 

The year 1924 saw Oakleigh Thorne 
add more Angus cattle with the pur- 
chase of the herds of H. E. Hansen and 
L. M. Tudor of Minnesota. This same 
year 50 additional heifers were selected 
from Hartley Stock Farm. A number 
of bulls were bought to use in the 
rapidly expanding herd—Revelerica by 
Blackeap Revolution, Blackcap Clipper, 
Jr., and Black Balzac of Page by Ensign 
of Glencarnock. 

In 1927 Oakleigh Thorne secured the 
services of Professor William H. Pew, 
for a number of years head of the animal 
husbandry department at Iowa State. 
Under “Bill” Pew the program of better 
Angus beef, through the Briarcliff feed- 
lots, was intensified. At Briarcliff, more 
than 30 years ago, it was demonstrated 
that an Angus steer calf could be made 
to grade choice, at around 1,000 pounds, 
in 14 months. All bull calves from the 
large Briarcliff herd, with the exception 
of a relatively few thought to be herd- 
heading caliber, went through the feed- 
lot to the demanding New York hotel 
and railroad dining car market. 

By April of 1928 through heifers re- 
tained and through added purchases in 
lowa, North Dakota and Canada the herd 
numbered 376 cows, 256 heifers, and 26 
young bulls, In the feedlot were 165 
home-raised steers. Of the cows and 
heifers 218 were daughters and grand- 
daughters of Earl Marshall. 

In the troubled years of the breed 
Oakleigh Thorne served as president of 
the American Angus Association three 
consecutive years—1929-30-31. While his 
primary interest was in the production 
of top quality “blue ribbon Angus” beef 
for the eastern markets Mr. Thorne was 
interested in showing his breeding cattle. 
In 1927 Glencarnock Jessie 9th was 
grand champion female at the Inter- 
national for Briarcliff; in 1930 Eventu- 
ation of Page carried the Briarcliff ban- 
ner to the grand championship of the 
bull show at Chicago. In 1931 Inter- 
national Briarcliff Thickset was the

grand champion steer. The Dutchess 
County herd repeated in 1933 with Briar- 
cliff Model. In eastern competition, at 
the Eastern States Exposition and else- 
where, Briarcliff was strong competition 
in both breeding cattle and carlot steers. 
At the 1927 Eastern States Mr. Thorne 
was especially gratified to see 30 Angus 
steers brought out by 4-H youngsters, 
all of the steers, and the grand cham- 
pion of the show, bred at Briarcliff. 

Few people today realize that it was 
Oakleigh Thorne who was responsible in 
getting adopted today’s beef grading 
system of “prime,” “choice,” “good”—and 
so stamped by the government. The 
initial kick-off meeting on the project 
was held in April of 1926 at the Saddle 
and Sirloin Club in Chicago. Assisting 
Mr. Thorne in getting the plan started 
was Judge S. C. Fullerton, then presi- 
dent of the American Angus Association, 
and W. H. Tomhave, Angus Association 
secretary. Following meetings in Kan- 
sas City, and the support of the Here- 
ford and Shorthorn associations, the fed- 
eral beef grading plan was adopted 
largely as it is today. 

Although he did not at first expect 
any great demand for Angus breeding 
cattle, especially females, Mr. Thorne by 
1927 found the demand for heifers for 
foundation material greater than he 
wished to fill without cutting down his 
own numbers. Few herds in the east, 
founded in the 1930's and for some years 
thereafter, that did not include a high 
percentage of Briarcliff blood in the 
tabulations. 

And it was Oakleigh Thorne, and 
Briarcliff, who first made Dutchess 
County world-famous as a source of 
Angus seed stock.

be hung on existing hay tracks; requires 
a %-1 H. P. motor, depending on the 
length of the barn or mow to be filled, 
and it may be reversed to deliver hay 
in either direction, according to the 
manufacturer.

barns.” 

An oscillating device is available that 
moves the conveyor back and forth on 
the hay track automatically.

What’s new under the sun? Not much. 
But there is something new under the 
moon—something to help take the bite 
out of moon-lit summer nights.

This electrically- 
operated product lures insects by means 
of ultraviolet, or black light. The light

Once the insect is lured to the light it 
is spun into inactivity by cyclonic air 
force. The pest is laid to rest in a dis- 
posable plastic bag at the bottom of the 
trap. The insects are completely de- 
stroyed by placing moth crystals in the 
bag or by sealing the bag after the trap 
is turned off, 

Originally developed to stop the dam- 
aging effects of vegetable graden insects, 
the “BLACK MAGIC” light trap is now 
available for home and commercial use. 
It will control all night-flying insects in 
areas up to 75 by 75 feet. 

The trap may be used in all outside 
areas: picnic areas, patios, yards, lake 
resorts, fishing lodges and all places 
where night-flying insects gather. It has 
been commercially adopted for drive-ins, 
fruit and vegetable stands, nurseries, 
country clubs, and others.

Fence Building Machine

“Fury Fencer” machine is drawn by a 
standard tractor and operated by only 
two men. It can erect woven or barbed 
wire fence and combinations of both on 
any terrain where the tractor can be 
driven safely—on rough and steep slopes 
as well as level ground. 

In one continuous operation, the ma- 
chine drives steel or pressure creosoted 
wood posts solidly into the ground, un- 
rolls the wire and stretches it to proper 
tension. 

The “Nicopress” fence splicing system 
cuts splicing time to a matter of minutes. 
It eliminates the old awkward method of 
intertwining fence wires which often 
result in skinned knuckles and twisted 
connections. Corresponding line wires 
from two sections of fence are inserted 
in a zine-coated metal sleeve.

Concrete Fencing 


Few farmers think of concrete for 
fencing, but one Michigan farm has 
found it an ideal answer to an old prob- 
lem. 

Nearly six miles of neat, white con- 
crete three and four-rail fencing already 
borders the lush green fields of the 1,000- 
acre Mahogany Farms near Williamston. 

Eventually, almost 25 miles of the 
attractive concrete fence will surround 
the rambling livestock farm. 

William Brittain, Ann Arbor, indus- 
trialist, who purchased the big farm on 
M-47 two years ago from Dr. Ralph 
Wadley, of Lansing, started the concrete 
fencing project in April, 1959, after he 
saw and liked similar fencing which is 
used extensively in Tennessee. 

Ray Smith, who has managed the 
Mahogany Farms layout (formerly Raona 
Farms) for 19 years, also is enthusiastic 
about the concrete fencing. 

“We've found the all-concrete fence 
economical to install and we expect 
bigger dividends in the future because 
this type of fence is practically main- 
tenance free and should last for years 
without the problems of rust or re- 
painting,” Smith says. 

“In the few cases where we wanted to 
replace a rail or post, we've found it a 
very simple job. We just hook a manure 
loader onto the fence, lift it enough to 
place a new rail into the grooved slots, 
and then lower the section back into the 
ground.” 

The concrete posts and rails are pro- 
duced in casting beds set up in a shed 
on the farm. The daily production is 
enough to provide 200-feet of fencing, 
just matching the distance the work crew 
goes each day. 

Two 3/8-inch steel reinforcing bars are 
used in each post and rail for added 
strength. 

Two men, aided by a gas-operated 
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post-hole digger, simply fit the rails 
into the slotted post and lower it into 
the prepared hole. A mixture of cement 
and gravel is tamped around the post, 
then wetted, to give added rigidity. 

Mahogany Farms sends 1,200 steers to 
market annually, feeding 600 at a time 
in concrete-floored pens equipped with 
concrete feeding bunks. Smith says 
most of the feeder catle are imported 
from South Dakota and sold in central 
Michigan after they are brought up to 
market weight. In addition 200 head of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle are kept 
as part of the well-rounded operation.

Polyethylene Film 


A new look in farm practice has been 
brought about by the increasing and 
extensive use of polyethylene film in 
many areas of farm work. 

In the case of cattle and dairy farmers, 
the use of Durethene polyethylene film, 
a product of the Plastics Division, Kop- 
pers Company, Inc., has been particularly 
effective for the storing of silage. 

The use of silage for feeding livestock 
is not new, of course, and neither is the 
silo; but the use of Durethene film as a 
protective cover for trench and bunker 
silos is fairly recent. This film proved 
the answer for the farmer when he 
switched from the use of the upright 
silos to the more economical trench and 
bunker types which required suitable 
cover at the lowest possible cost. 

Use of the polyethylene film resulted 
after various other methods were tried, 
including sawdust and thick layers of 
lime, none of which were satisfactory, 
since they proved to be too expensive and 
labor-consuming. 

Cover had been no problem with the 
upright silo, since the area requiring 
protection with that type was only a 
fraction of that needed by the trench 
and bunker types. However, the farmers 
preferred the trench and bunker method 
of storage because these types were 
easier and less expensive to construct, 
could hold more silage, and were easier 
to fill and empty. 

The use of Durethene polyethylene 
film was the farmers’ answer to the 
problem of covering the trench and 
bunker silos, for it provided an almost 
air-tight cover at little cost, and spoilage 
of the silage could be held to a minimum 
—under five per cent in many cases.

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Some ideas for tough, practical farm 
gates are detailed in a new publication 
offered free by Douglas Fir Plywood As- 
sociation. 

The gate plans are based on the gusset 
plate action of rigid fir plywood nail- 
glued over 1 x 6 or 2 x 6 boards. Easy 
to make, the low cost gates are light 
weight, but durable. An unpainted test 
gate placed in a stockyard corral at 
Auburn, Washington showed no deterio- 
ration or racking after a year of rugged 
use. 

Construction details for a series of 
gate lengths ranging from 12 to 20 feet 
‘are in the DFPA pamphlet, along with 
recommendations for plywood type, thick- 
ness and grade, nail spacing and the 
_lumber thickness required for various 
spans. EXT-DFPA plywood with fully 
water-proof marine glue is recommended 
in all cases since the gate will be ex- 
posed to weather, 

All the gates detailed in the pamphlet 
have five board slats nail-glued per- 
manently inte a single rigid unit with 
the equivalent of two sheets of fir ply- 
wood, one on each side of the slats. 

The appearance of the gate can be 
altered simply by varying the shapes of 
the big plywood gussets. 

The finished gates can be left in their 
natural state to weather a silver-gray, 
or they can be stained or painted.

Silage Preservative 


The effectiveness of an antibiotic in 
preserving grass silage is again reported 
from two important sources, the com- 
mercial farm and the agricultural col- 
leges.

College and experiment 
stations in various parts of the country 
continue to report excellent results dem- 
onstrating increased protein content of 
the treated silage, as well as its im- 
proved digestibility, with no antibiotic 
residue in the milk. 

In modern farm practice the use of 
grass silage is an ideal, economical 
means of feeding cattle. The use of 
grass silage has been limited because 
of the spoilage problem. Ruined silage 
has been estimated at over 20%. Proof 
of the effectiveness of an antibiotic in 
preserving silage, foreshadows a dra- 
matic increase in the utilization of grass 
silage in this country. Farmers com- 
bining good silage practice and manage- 
ment with the use of an antibiotic, can 
prepare silage with confidence and as- 
surance of success.

Security Stock Table 


The Security Stock Table was devel- 
oped during a period of two or three 
years of extensive research, at the re- 
quest of local stockmen who wanted a 
safe method of handling their prize cat- 
tle. It has been sold not only through- 
out the U. S., but some have been 
exported. Fourteen universities have 
purchased this equipment for their vet- 
erinary and animal departments. Ranch- 
ers, purebred breeders and veterinarians 
hail not only its safety features but 
extol its virtues from the humane angle 
as well. And it saves labor. 

Essentially, the stock table is a plat- 
form hinged to move from the vertical 
to a horizontal position. The animal is 
led to the table as it is in the vertical 
position, and tied, Wide canvas belts 
are placed under the belly, and tightened 
by a wheel arrangement. The feet are 
fastened to the table by ropes. An 
adjustable and _ reversible headboard 
adapts to animals of different sizes and 
permits laying the animal on right or 
left side. The platform is raised and 
lowered hydraulically, and the animal is 
not frightened or abused, This puts the 
animal in position for hoof trimming and 
other veterinary operations. 

This stock table was manufactured 
strong enough to handle the largest cat- 
tle, and yet not too cumbersome to be 
easily portable. It is available in an 
electric model, and also a hand operated 
model for range work where there is no 
electricity. Optional equipment is trailer 
hitch and wheels that can be raised or 
lowered hydraulically when the table is 
trailed to the desired location. 

Many cattlemen have lost valuable 
animals due to a broken neck or leg 
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using old methods. Stockmen and vet- 
erinarians who use the Security Stock 
Table are well satisfied with it.

despite the fact that cattle prices reached 
new lows. The most recent figures re- 
leased by the USDA in May showed that 
during the previous month a total of 
371,000 stockers and feeders moved into 
the eight north-central states, a sharp 
gain of 26 per cent, as compared with 
295,000 head received the same period 
a year ago. 


It was also the fourth straight month 
in which buying of replacement cattle 
was heavier than the same month a year 
earlier. 


The movement of replacements into 
the northern states for the first four 
months of this year amounted to 1,560,773 
head, up 25 per cent from a year ago 
when a total of 1,251,206 head were 
moved into the northern states for the 
same period. 


The USDA reported that the biggest 
portion of cattle on feed now are in the 
group weighing 900 pounds and over. 
This would indicate that a good many 
cattle of near-ready cattle are in the 
feedlots and will be marketed in the near 
future. 


Still another feature between finished 
cattle and replacement stock is that 
feeder buying has been going on at 
rather a fast clip despite the fact that 
fat and feeder prices have narrowed to- 
gether for six consecutive months. During 
one week in May fat steer prices aver- 
aged $23.10 on the Chicago market while 
at the same time the average price paid 
for feeder steers over 500 pounds at the 
10 markets averaged $22.60, The price 
spread of 50¢ between the two was the 
narrowest since May of 1959. The April 
spread was 80¢ and the March spread, 
$1.25. 


Last September the average price of 
slaughter steers was $24.65 while the 
cost of feeders was $21.60, Slaughter 
steers since then have declined $1.55 on 
the average while feeders costs have 
moved up about $1.00.

A cattle malady apparently associ- 
ated with, or triggered by, the alter- 
nate humid weather and cold show- 
ers common in many sections was en- 
countered on a recent trip to Virginia. 
The trouble starts mostly in young 
cattle with a swelling of the glands 
at the base of the jaw. It progresses 
with high temperature and more con- 
gestion in the throat. On this farm one 
animal was lost, a number of others 
had it in varying degrees. Apparently 
it is not highly contagious because 
stall mates were not affected. And 
the veterinarians are puzzled.

Iowa State University football players 
are going to “eat high on the hog” as 
well as on some of the finest beef pro- 
duced anywhere. That’s only the first 
conclusion following acceptance of gifts 
of top-quality hogs and beef from Iowa 
producers for the 1961 football training 
table. 

Leslie Johnson, head of the animal 
husbandry department at Iowa State Uni- 
versity, says the second look shows 
educational value in these gifts.

LOOK OUT FOR SILO GASES 


For a good many years we have recog- 
nized the danger of an accumulation of 
carbon dioxide in silos. This danger isn’t 
limited to empty pits, either, for the gas 
may accumulate after a break in filling 
or following complete filling. This is be- 
cause carbon dioxide, being heavier than 
air, has a tendency to settle. An old test 
for dangerous amounts of carbon dioxide 
consists of lowering a lighted lantern in- 
to the silo. If it goes out, the silo is un- 
safe. 


More recently we have been hearing 
about a new danger that may be associ- 
ated with partly or completely filled 
silos. It has been given the name of 
“silo fillers” disease, and is due to 
accumulations of nitrogen dioxide that 
are given off by new silage. This gas has 
been recognized as a hazard in certain 
industries for many years, but it wasn’t 
pin-pointed as a farm danger until 1956. 
However, this disease has probably ex- 
isted ever since silos first came into use, 
and it is likely that many puzzling cases 
of pneumonia in the past years were 
really cases of nitrogen dioxide poison- 
ing. 

Chemists explain that nitrogen dioxide 
is produced by the reduction of nitrates 
to nitrites by bacteria working in the 
acid condition that exists in silage. Ni- 
trites are converted to nitrous acid which 
breaks down to form nitric acid, and this 
in turn is changed to nitrogen dioxide 
when it comes in contact with air. Dur- 
ing 1957 and 1958, Minnesota studies 
of 331 silos showed that 29% of them 
contained nitrogen dioxide, although less 
than half the owners had noticed evi- 
dence of the gas. This survey showed 
that the gas occurred in about the same 
percentage of silos, regardless of wheth- 
er the silage was made of grass, oats, 
legumes, or corn. Any crop in any kind 
of silage structure is capable of produc- 
ing nitrogen dioxide, but the character- 
istic yellow fumes cannot always be seen 
in dark silage rooms or chutes. On the 
other hand, the gas may not be concen- 
trated enough to be seen. In such cases, 
danger may be indicated in other ways. 


One farmer stated that the gas was 
present in the silage room and chute the 
day after filling was started, and that 
the green silage leaves in the chute turn- 
ed yellow. Another owner reported that 
the gas killed chickens in the barn and 
caused a new *‘4-inch rope in the chute 
to fall apart. Still another stated that 
the walls of his silo chute seemed to be 
tinted brown from it. 


It is unlikely that any doctor will be 
able to make a correct diagnosis of “silo

fillers” disease unless he knows that his 
patient has been exposed to silage fumes. 
The usual antibiotic treatments for lung 
infections have no effect on this particu- 
lar trouble. Many patients will appear 
to be recovering during the second week, 
only to suffer a severe relapse about the 
beginning of the third week. 

Considering the extremely serious na- 
ture of this trouble, we feel that most of 
our readers will be interested in know- 
ing how to play safe by preventing “silo 
fillers” disease. Scientists associated 
with the USDA recommend the follow- 
ing precautions: 

1. Be alert and careful all through 
silo-filling time. 

2. Watch for yellow or brown gases 
in or near the silo, and the yellowing of 
leaves that should be green. Use a 
flashlight if the silo or silage room is 
dark. 

3. Do not allow anyone to enter the 
silo until the blower has first been 
operated for 10 to 15 minutes, especially 
during the first ten days after filling. 
If the blower has been taken away, wait 
at least a week before going inside a silo 
that has been filled: 

4. Always leave the door open at the 
top of the silage surface to prevent ac- 
cumulation of gas there. This is im- 
portant, for the nitrogen dioxide is 
heavier than air and settles downward. 

5. Provide ventilation at the bottom of 
the chute when the silo is attached to the 
barn. 

6. Provide an outside door for silage 
rooms that are separate. 

7. Fence off the area around the base 
of the silo to keep children, chickens, and 
animals away from it until at least ten 
days after the job has been finished.

OF ANIMAL SCIENTISTS 

USDA researchers worked with ani- 
mal scientists Pinney, Pope, and 
Stephans at the Oklahoma Agricultural 
Experiment Station in two trials involv- 
ing 60 grade heifers, in which they 
studied tne cumulative effect of four 
tures. 
levels of feeding on native winter pas- 

Reporting this experiment at the 52nd 
annual meeting of the American Society 
of Animal Production, Chicago, they 
said the supplementary feeding of cot- 
tonseed meal and milo to weanling heif- 
ers were such that at the low level no 
gains were made; at the medium level a 
half-pound per day gains were made; 
high, one pound gain per day; and the 
maximum gain was made when the 
heifers were self-fed a 65% concentrate. 

Subsequently winter grazed on native 
grass pasture, the low level group lost 
20% in body weight; the medium lot 
lost 10% in body weight; the high had 
no loss in body weight; and the very 
high level group held at maximum gains. 

There were some conclusions shown 
which may be of interest to owners of 
cow herds, drawn from the records of 
these 2 and 3 year old heifers. 

1. The level of nutrition significantly 
affected all body measurements, but had 
least effect on height at the withers. 

2. Summer gains of low and medium 
level heifers tended to compensate for 
poor winter feeding. 

3. Percentage of calf crop was re- 
duced for low and for very high level 
feeding. 

4. Calving dates were retarded and 
birth weights significantly reduced by 
the low level. 

5. Weaning weights of the calves 
dropped were significantly lighter at the 
low level, with little difference between 
the other levels. 

6. Results indicated that the low 
level of feeding weanling heifer calves 
on native winter pasture in Oklahoma 
adversely affected them; but there ap- 
peared no advantage in feeding more 
liberally than the medium grain level, at

which they gained 0.5 pounds per day 
on the native grass winter pasture. 


— Shorts from Reports — 


Drying corn of 25% moisture at har- 
vest time, under varying degrees of 
temperature, does not alter the feeding 
value for fattening beef cattle. This is 
the conclusion drawn from trials at the 
Kansas State University Experiment 
Station by a team of six animal scien- 
tists, Richardson, Ward, Tsien, Boren, 
Smith, and Koch. 

In the trials they reduced corn of 25% 
moisture at harvest time to about 13% 
moisture by forced air with no heat, 
with forced air at 180 degrees F. and 
with forced air at 230 degrees F. 

Corn dried at 230 degrees F. faded 
and separated from the seed coat when 
rolled, and the cattle did not like it 
until adjusted to it. Field mice did not 
go for it either, if they could get corn 
dried with no heat. 

Three lots of 10 heifers, averaging 
466 pounds, were fed for 215 days ra- 
tions in which corn dried at differing 
degrees of heat was used. Feeding re- 
sults showed no significant differences, 
in that rate of gain, feed efficiency, 
dressing percentage, marbling, or car- 
cass grade.

— Shorts from Reports — 

Reporting on a study of the excess of 
dietary manganese upon feed lot per- 
formance of 48 yearling Hereford calves, 
animal scientists Robinson, Hansard, 
Johns, and Robertson, at the Louisiana 
Agricultural Experiment Station drew 
these conclusions: 

1. No consistent effect of dietary 
manganese level upon blood cell pack, 
hemoglobin, plasma iron, calcium, or 
phosphorus content. 


2. No significant effect upon the 
phosphorus or calcium retention, but re- 
duced iron absorption and reduced fiber 
digestibility. 

3. Ability of rumen microorganisms 
to digest cellulose in vitreo was marked- 
ly reduced in animals on high dietary 
manganese levels. 

4. Tissue samples, at sacrifice, showed 
increased manganese and iron depletion. 
Greater concentration changes were 
evidenced in liver, spleen, and hypo- 
physis. 

5. Data indicate the effects of excess 
manganese to be greater on function 
than on structure in tissues and organs 
studied.

R. G. Warner and J. K. Loosli, told 
these scientists that it did not pay to 
add coconut oil, crude soya lecithin, or 
lard to a 2% fat milk replacer.

2% fat milk replacer was greater than 
that in other lots. Hay consumption 
was equal in all groups. 

Although the 2% fat milk replaced had 
considerably less digestible energy than 
the other diets, the calves grew as fast 
as the result of increased starter con- 
sumption. 

Warner and Loosli conclude that if a 
gain of one pound per day is all that is 
required up to 7 weeks of age, there is 
little value in adding fat to the replacer. 
The gains of the calves on it are ade- 
quate for rearing herd replacements. 


— Shorts from Reports — 


From Iowa State University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station animal scien- 
tists Woods, School, and Heady reported 
from a three year study of 336 head of 
steers using six combinations of corn 
and green chop brome-alfalfa forage. 

Rate of gain, efficiency of gain, cost 
of gain and time required to produce 
choice steers were used in making com- 
parisons of differing amounts of corn 
feed. 

Combinations of the brome-alfalfa for- 
age and corn were: 

1. all forage; 2. twenty parts of for- 
age to one part of corn; 3. ten parts of 
forage to one part corn; 4. five parts 
of forage to one part corn. 5. three parts 
of forage to one part corn; and 6. two 
parts of forage to one part corn. 

The reaction of the six different lots 
of cattle, repeated during a three year 
study, showed the following results: 

1. The average daily rate of gain 
during the pasture (forage) season, in- 
creased as the ratio between forage and 
corn narrowed, ranging from 1.34 
pounds per day gain to 2.66 pounds per 
day. 

2. The feed per pound of gain on a 
dry matter basis decreased as_ the 
amount of corn increased. 

8. The feed cost per pound of gain 
decreased as the level of corn in the 
ration increased and also as the length 
of time on feed decreased. (Price of corn 
and forage has influence here.) 

4. The length of time to produce 
steers that graded choice varied from an 
average of 150 days with the 2:1 for- 
age-corn ration, to 243 days for the 
steers fed all forage during the summer 
and then placed on full feed of corn.

BEEF PRODUCERS GET 
PRACTICAL POINTERS 

Despite the cold and rainy weather 200 
peorle from nine northeastern states at- 
tended Beef Producers Day at the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut on Saturday, May 
27. The event was sponsored by the 
Animal Industries Department of the 
University of Connecticut in cooperation 
with the Connecticut and New England 
Angus Associations and the Connecticut 
Valley and Hudson Valley Hereford 
Breeders Associations. 

Highlighting the program in the morn- 
ing was a talk and demonstration by 
Professor Herman Purdy of Pennsylvania 
State University on “Where are we going 
on Peef Cattle Type?” Animals from 
the University herd were used as ex- 
amples. Professor Purdy stressed the 
need for more emphasis on muscling 
along with quality and increasing the 
frequency of the good kind of cattle 
which we already have in our feed lots 
and coolers. He stated that “some of 
our biggest mistakes in judging have 
been made by giving too much attention 
to excessive fat and softness and that 
our emphasis should be on muscling, 
smoothness, firmness, and quality.” He 
emphasized the need for “less judging 
from the side and more from the rear 
and top.” Skeletal soundness was also 
stressed. 

Dr. N. S. Hale and Dr. W, A. Cowan 
concluded the program by reporting on

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the performance, costs, and carcass yield 

and quality of twenty-four steers which 
they have had on feeding trials. These 
cattle were on minimum grain rations 
with free choice corn silage. They pro- 
duced 520 pound carcasses that graded 
Good and Choice at an average age of 
13 months. Two of the pens produced 
more than a pound of dressed beef per 
pound of grain fed in the animal’s life- 
time. All 24 carcasses were available for 
inspection with data on fat cover, grade, 
dressing percent, rib eye size, and yield 
per day of age. This was the second 
successive year in which this type of 
research has utilized corn silage and has 
succeeded in producing a pound or more 
of Good to Choice beef per pound of 
purchased grain fed. According to Dr. 
W. A. Cowan “with the proper com- 
bination of land, cattle, feed and man- 
agement, a ton of beef produced per 
acre can be the result from such a 
system.” 


LIVESTOCK MARKETS 
DIRECTORY AVAILABLE 


A directory of the nation’s 2,327 public 
livestock markets has just been published, 
according to the announcement of the 
Livestock Market Foundation, research 
and statistical reporting body. Initial 
copies will be released to the livestock 
industry, allied industries, colleges, and 
the public at the Livestock Marketing 
Congress in Dallas, Texas, June 21-24. 

Of the 2,327 livestock markets listed 
alphabetically by state showing their 
location and days of sale, 54 are clas- 
sified as terminal markets and 2,273 as 
single proprietorship auction markets 
where all market services are rendered 
under one management. All of these 
public markets are now subject to the 
provisions of the federal Packers & 
Stockyards Act, as amended in 1958. 

Thirteen of the listed terminal markets 
offer limited auction selling services on a 
regular or seasonal basis. 


Six states have more than 100 markets. 
Texas leads with 176 followed by Iowa 
with 170. Missouri has 114 markets, 
while Kansas has 107 and Nebraska 106. 

The total number of markets listed 
shows a decline of 151 as compared to 
those listed in the directory for 1960. A 
Foundation official states that the lesser 
number of markets is partially accounted 
for by those stockyards electing to re- 
main private facilities only and not sell 
livestock on a public market basis of 
compensation for services performed. 

Distribution of the directory will be 
made to all Certified Markets, govern- 
ment and educational bodies. Additional 
copies are available at $5.00 per copy 
upon request to the Livestock Market 
Foundation, 723 VFW Bidg., Broadway 
at 34th, Kansas City 11, Missouri.

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NEW REPORT BOOK FOR 
TENANT-TO-LANDLORD 

A new book of report forms to aid 
crop-share tenants and their landlords 
has just been published by the Univer- 
sity of INinois College of Agriculture. 

The book provides the crop-share 
tenant with five report forms to be used 
during the year to keep his landlord in- 
formed of what is happening on the 
farm. 

F. J. Reiss, associate professor of ag- 
riculture economics, prepared the book. 
He points out that regular reports, good 
business practices and prompt financial 
settlements help promote good relations 
between landlord and tenant. 

The informed landlord takes more in- 
terest and has a better basis for making 
improvements and sound decisions.

ants who can make accurate and timely 
reports earn the confidence of the land- 
lord, he points out. 

The first report form, is really a plan- 
ning form to be completed by landlord 
and tenant working together. It shows 
the acreage planned for each crop, seed 
needs and the proposed fertility program 
for the year. The form also provides 
a place to suggest needed improvements, 
such as buildings, fences or tiling. 

The next three forms are primarily 
financial reports. They provide spaces 
to show items for which the tenant owes 
the landlord and the landlord owes the 
tenant. There is also space to report 
conditions of growing crops, yields on 
crops harvested and needed repairs. 

In the fifth and final report, due at 
the end of the year, the tenant reports 
crop yields, production and inventories of 
landlord’s crops on hand. 

The report-form book has a three-year 
supply of the five forms used each year. 
The original copies are perforated for 
easy removal to send to the landlord. 
Carbon paper is supplied along with 
duplicate forms so that the tenant can 
keep a copy of each report he sends. 

Copies of the new book are available 
for $1.00 each from any county farm 
adviser or directly from the Department 
of Agricultural Economics, University 
of Illinois, Urbana.
